FROST INJURY IN SACKED 


POTATOES 
Since the issue of ‘the original 
circular in 1930 dealing with the 


movement in heaved carivads, con- 
sideraole frost injury to potatces i:: 
sacks which touched tthe walls of 
cars has been experience, particu- 
larly during the severe cold of the 
winter 1935-36. To obviate this injury 
and also to give information on re. 
cent satisfactory trial shipments 
with the ‘tied bulkhead’ method of 
loading sacked potatoes, carried out 
by the Transportation Division, Fruit 
Branch, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, the Dominion Fruit 
Commissioner thas‘ issued a new il- 
lustrate@ circular on the gubject, 
namely “Transportation Circular, 
No. 52.” 

Protection against cold 1s still 
accomplished foy the use of heaters 
in the end bunkers of refrigerator 
cars, whence the heat flows upward 
naturalky, and over the top of the 
end bulkheads into the body of the 
car. The most effective protection is 
to bave an insulation of warm air 
alt around the doad, top, bottom, an 
sides. Loading with the falze filoor- 
ing uncovered at the doorway, and 
with the sacks away from the wall, 
permits complete . circulation up- 
wards from the heaters and out over 
the load. Thence the circulation 
flows downward ‘between the side 
walls and the doad, and through the 
doorway opening to replace the floor 
air wnaich is moving ‘towards the 
heaters. 

But if the sacks are not kept away 


from the walls, and if the doonway 


false (‘looring is entirely covered 
three or four sacks deep, there can 
be Ifthe. if any. downward = air 
movemern. in the iboc'y of tne cai, 
and ‘tconsequen.ly no active move 
ment of floor air towards the heat- 
ers.

“BLACK LIST’ OF WEEDS 
IN CANADA 


It is believed that eighty per cent 
of the many varieties of weeds now 
found in Canada were _ introduced 
into this country from WBPurope, 
principally through the medium of 
imported seek 

With the object of checking the 
spread of some of the more trouble- 
some weeds already established, and 
of preventing the introduction into 
Canada of bad weeds trom other 
countries, a ‘prohibited list’ of 
weeds has been imcluded' in a recent 
revision of the reguiations under the 
Seeds Act, and! ft is now uniawful! 
to sell in Canada any seed contain- 
ing the seeds of “prohibited weeds.” 

This “prohibited list” as at pres- 
ent constituted includes Field bind 
weed, Dodder, Johnson grass, Hoary 
cress. Leaf spurge and Russian 
knapweed Fie!" binduweed and Dod 
der are already established in Can- 


ada but infestations are limited to 
particular localities. The other weeds 
of the “prohibited list.” if at all 
known in Canada, are present tu 


only a slight extent. 

As occasion requires additions will 
be made to the ‘prohibited list’’ in 
order to protect Canaua against the 
imtroduction frem ouside sources of 
new and objectionable weeas

Canada’s Important 
Tourist Industry 


MONTREAL.— It is  estinated 
officially that by the end of the year 
visitors to Canada will have spent 
more han £55,000,000 in this country 
—4more than three times the amount 
spent in 1920, more than double re- 
ceipts. in 1933, and only £5,000000 
less than the sum estimated in 1929, 
the peak year for the tourist busi- 
‘ness. 

No other country in the world ex- 
tends hospitality to strangers in 
such a degree—the visitors this year 
will number more than double the 
population of Canada. Most of them 
come from the United States, bur 
hundreds of motor cars are regis- 
tered from the United Kingdom. 
Europe, Mexico, South America, 
Hawaii. 

In the.first six months cf 1935 the 
umber of automobiles which entered 
Canada was 1,237,000; for the cor- 
resporci-g part of 1936 it increased 
to 1,348,9c0. In the full year 1935 
and the first half of 1936 the com- 

ned total was 4,961,000 cars, and’ 
-£ this number more than 1,250,000, 
remained in -Canada 48 houns or 
longer. 

The tourist traffic is being devel- 
oped under government direction. 
The Dcminion has a Travel Bureau, 


with an appropriation for adivertis- | 


ing which largely is spent in United 
States newspapers and magazines. 
All the provinces and most of the 
larger cities supplement the national 
effort with their own publicity.

FALL SUGGESTIONS 

One ‘by ope fresh berries and fruits 
are disappearing from the market. 
The days and nights are 
colder. Appetites are getting keener. 
More social gatherings are in evi- 
dence. The cold weather guest sea- 
son is with us. 

Our bodies demand more food 
than during the heat of summer, but 
heavy foods must /be balanced ana 
those fruits and vegetables that still 
remain must -be called upon more 
frequently. 

The canned fruit juices are a 
“natural” for this.season of the year 
and among these pineapple juice 
lends itself exceptionaljy well to a 
wide variety of uses. Then this year 
we also have those attractive spear- 
like slices of canned pfneapple which 
encourage the preparation of all 
sorts of unusual and delicious dishes. 

The following recipes are offered 
for your consideration this fall, You 
will find them delicious ‘and health- 
ful. 


Hawaiian Cream 
2 tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca

SNAPSHOTS educational 

I saw a statistic the other day to 
the effect that three families out of 
every five in America own camenas. 
There are more than 16 million ama_ 
teur photographers in this country 
and last year they took more than 
300,000,000 snapshots. 

We are certainly living in a pic- 
torial era. I was interested to look 
over a large number of amateur
